Mao as Louis XIV

HONG KONG — In the last 


days of Louis XIV, his intriguer 
-wife Madame De Maintenon, 
and his favorite bastard son, 
the Due Du Maine, moved heav. 
en and earth to perpetuate the 
rast authority they had long 
enjoyed tlUv/Ufth the old^king. 
To s e c u r : 
their 
future, 


ranks 
were 


altered, wills 
were 
made, 


codicils were 
added. 


In the end it 


was all to no 
avail. The old 
king was hard- 
ly in his grave before his will 
•was torn to flinders. But the end 
of the story is merely predictive 
of the Chinese future, since Mao 
Tse.hmg is still alive. 


In contrast, the prior drama 


is currently and quite intensely 
relevant to the Chinese situa. 
tion because of the two linked 
questions hanging over China 
today. First, are Mao's ter- 
magant wife, Chiang Ching, and 
his 
slimy political favorite, 


Chen Po-ta, still able to m anipu. 
late the deified chairman as 
Louis XIV was manipulated? 
Second, does Mao still en joy the 
same absolute power that Louis 
XiV always possessed until (but 
only until) he breathed his last? 


The questions 
are so im- 


portant because of the change 
of course in China described in 
the last report. In brief, on Sept, 
5, Chiang Ching was forced to 
eat her words about a great 
'purge of the army. The army 
was given plenary powers to 
restore order in the civil war. 
torn provinces, even at the ex. 
pense of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion's shock troops, the Red 
Guards. And Mao's Cultural 
Revolution 
high 
command, 


headed 
by 
Chiang Ching and 


Chen Pc-ta, also had to submit 
to the dismissal of two of its 
leading members. 


There are two ways of read, 


ing these remarkable events 
that produced the present lull. 
One way is to suppose that there 
was a kind of muffled coup d'etat 
in Peking toward the end of 
August, led by such senior army 


[ 
officers as the nuclear boss, 
Nieh Jung-chen, Hsu Hsiang. 
ch'in, Su Yu and others — who 
stand quite apart from the 
army's arch-Maoist, Lin Piao. 


If real power now resided with 


this kind of military collegium, 
no doubt allied with Premier 
Chou En.lai, then a prolonga. 
tion of the lull can perhaps be 
expected. There is some evi- 
dence for this, since one of the 
two dismissed members of the 
Cultural Revolution high com- 
mand, Wang Li, is known to 
have been the organizer of the 
constant attacks on Chou En. 
lai's whole administrative ap- 
paratus. 


On the other hand, it is equally 


possible that Mao was only tem- 
porarily brought to his senses, 
by grim confrontation with the 
real facts of the situation in the 
provinces. And if power still re- 
sides with the deified chairman, 
then Chiang Ching and ChenPo. 
ta are bound to follow the course 
of MadameDe Maintenon and the 
Due Du Maine. 


These two have little chance of 


surviving 
Mao, unless all 


opposition has been effectively 
eliminated before Mao's death 
— and he is now a very old 
man. Their continuing ability to 
manipulate him, by playing on 
his obvious paranoia, can hard- 
ly be doubted. And if the real 
power is still Mao's, these 
two will surely manipulate him 
until he gives the signal for 
another full-speed-ahead round 
of Cultural Revolution, which 
will mean still another plunge 
into chaos. 


This has happened three times 


already. Near lunacy reigned 
in Peking last year from August 
to December, when there was 
a pullback toward sanity .Where- 
upon the January "revolution" 
produced the first nationwide 
plunge into chaos, followed by 
another pullback when Chou En. 
lai was given brief authority to 
restore order. And in May be- 
gan the even more enormous 
and terrible plunge into chaos 
that only ended with the pull, 
back at the beginning of Sep. 
tember. 


Add to this pattern the eco- 


nomic factor. This cannot yet 
be judged precisely, because 
the currently visible indicators 
only tell us where the Chinese 
economy stood in early spring. 
But it is known that during late 
spring and summer, transport 
breakdowns were universal,that 
coal and other mining was deep- 
ly disrupted and that factory 
production simply came to a 
halt in many places. 


It is also known that because 


of 
the government's 
chaos- 


weakened authority in the coun. 
tryside the peasants are every- 
where attempting to retain near, 
ly their whole crop — although 
the government's share of the 
harvest is its main income. 
And it is known, too, that al. 
though most places should have 
a good harvest, there has beer. 
a famine-sized crop failure in 
the lower Yangtse provinces. 


Thus, 
the economic factor 


alone could well be enough to 
start another fearful bout of 
internal trouble in China, even if 
relative rationality now pre. 
vails at the center, in Peking. 
If rationality does not prevail 
— in other words, if Chiang 
Ching and Chen Po-ta are able 
to restart the Cultural Revolu. 
tion fuU-speed.ahead, by work, 
ing on old Mao — another fear, 
ful bout of trouble is quite in- 
evitable. 


The China-watchers quote the 


odds: five to three against.ever. 
either way, up to five to three 
on. And what they are betting 
on is a change of dynasty in 
China.

THE FLU SEASON 


Common influenza is a virus disease that strikes in 


our country ever} year. The public health service warns 
us that a substantial number of cases will occur during 
the 1967-68 season. The culprit is expected to be A2 
influenza virus and the vaccine will be prepared with 
this in mind. A2 is suspected because this strain is be- 
ginning its c>cle. In addition, a new drug (amantadine 
HCL) is available for treatment of the A2-type infection. 


B-type viruses were more prevalent during the pre- 


ceding two years but the new vaccine will also immunize 
against this strain in order to protect the individual 
from any remaining stragglers. Those not vaccinated 
previously should be immunized in October and again 
in December. Those vaccinated annually since July, 
1963, need only a booster dose in early December. 


Not everyone needs the vaccine. But it is advisable 


for persons known to suffer most from influenza. This 
includes oldsters and the chronically ill, especially 
those with cardiac, pulmonary, kidney, or metabolic 
disorders. Residents of institutions should also receive 
the vaccine and the same can be said of physicians,

nurses, and other personnel in dally contact with the 
sick. 


Pandemic is the term applied to a disease that spreads 


throughout the world killing or incapacitating its vie. 
tims. There have been 31 influenza pandemics since 
1510. The flu vaccine was discovered in 1941 when 
the causath j viruses were isolated. Although it is not 
perfect, it will make its mark in history if it protects 
us against another pandemic. 


When the last pandemic occurred in 1957, the vaccine 


was of little value because the causative (Asian) virus 
was a newcomer and had not yet been incorporated into 
the product.

Many May Have to Raise Cash 
For Local Action Programs

WASHINGTON*—Many cities, 


towns and counties will have 
to raise new cash to keep their 
community action programs if 
the poverty bill adopted by the 
House 
Education and Labor 


Committee becomes law. 


The bill would require that 


at least half of the community's 
'contribution shall be in the form 
of cash. The division of costs 
is 80 per cent federal, 20 per 
cent local. 


The local share is acceptable 


in the form of work space, heat, 
power, volunteer services and 
similar non-cash forms. 


"Often the communities that 


have the greatest need for anti- 
poverty programs and who are 
the most willing to make contri- 
butions towards such programs 
are the least able to do so in 
cash," said an Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity official. 
The bill is scheduled for 


Rouse debate the week of Nov. 
6. Administration sources are 
pessimistic about prospects of 
passing a poverty bill and do not 
see how they can make any more 
concessions to antagonists with- 
out destroying the basic charac-

The pending bill would give 


one-third of the seats on local 
policy boards to elected of- 
ficials, or their representa- 
tives, one-third to representa- 
tives of established institu- 
tions, such as business and 
labor, and one^nird to poor 
persons. 


Goodell would require that the 


poor hold "at least" oneJhird 
of the seats. Elected officials 
would hold "up to" one4hird, 
and private organizations would 
hare one-third. Thus the poor 
could have more than a third 
of tiie seats and the elected 
officials could hold less than 
a third. Sargent Shriver, L-.^.O. 
director, said he is opposed 
to switching to public agencies 
because he believes that private 
agencies tend more to involve 
the whole community, which he 
finds desirable.

New Pressures 
On Wall Street

NEW YORK—New pressures added new tension in Wall 


Street last week, but the financial markets reacted calmly 
to all of them. It was a generally indecisive period for both 
the stock and bond markets, although there was a renewed upsurge 
in speculative fever, particularly on the American Stock 
Exchange. 


The former curJ> exchai«e had the biggest trading day In its 
113.year history on Thursday, when S.29 million shares changed 
hands. It had a busy day again on Friday. 


The concentration of interest in low-priced issues and the 


bulge in activit> caused the exchange's surveillance committee 
to undertake a telephone check among leading brokerages to 
determine how they were dealing with speculation. 


To a lesser extent, there was also further evidence of spec. 


ulative activity OR the New York Stock Exchange and over. 
the-counter market. In bcth, the glamour stocks and special. 
situation issues bounded sharply upward while the rest of the 
market moved narrowly. 


The week's highlight for bonds was the Treasury's decision 


to offer the highest interest rate en a government security in 
46 years—5.75 per cent—on SI.5 billion of seven-year notes 
to be sold Monday. 
This elated investment bankers and so 


did the slowdown in the Lnterest-rate rise, however temporary 
It might be. 


One of the Treasury's aims is to lengthen the maturity of 


the public debt, which has been declining since 1965 and is now 
back to the level of I960. 


For five years between 1960 and 65 the Treasury worked to 


extend the maturity through advance refundings. These efforts 
resulted in lengthening the average maturity of the debt to five 
years and five months by January. 1965. In June, 1960, the 
average maturity had been four years, four months. 


Meanwhile the rise in interest rates has raised questic-a 


whether the prime bank lending rate and the discount rate might 
soon be enveloped in the upsulng. 


There have been hints in some parts of the country that bank- 


ers would like a higher prime rate. This is a possibility after 
Jan. 1 if credit demands keep growing and banks find them- 
selves continuing to pa> more for their money. New York banks 
have been shortening the period in which they will offer 3.3 per 
cent interest on certificates of deposit. 


The prime rate may be pushed upward by pressure from an. 


other source. 
This rate has remained unchanged at 5.5 per 


cent since March even though bond financing costs have soared. 
Last week, for example, a double-A callable utility bond issue 
was traded at a yield of 6.6 per cent—110 basis points above 
the prime rate. 


This spread between bond rates and the prime rate is extra. 


ordinarily wide, according to Sidney Homer and Henry Kauf- 
man of Salomon Brothers & Hutzler, and would by itself suggest 
an increase in the prime. This key lending rate, however, has 
been held in check by a moderate loan demand, by a liberal 
credit policy and by moderate short-term interest rates, the 
Salomon partners said. 


The Federal Reserve Board's move a week ago to curb ex- 


cessive credit by extending its rrargin rules was expected to 
unsettle the securities markets more last week—*oot so much 
from the effects of the proposed new regulations as from belief 
that it might be a precursor of more stringent actions. 


However, the markets showed relatively little reaction to that 


development, nor to the continued rise in the cost-of-living; 
the inflationary nature of the 5 per cent Ford wage settlement 
and spreading price increases, the new flare-up of military 
activity in the Middle East and the endorsement by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission's chairman cf a suggested investiga- 
tion of the influence of institutional investors on stock tradings. 


Perhaps the markets, after some reactions this fall, are be- 


coming immune to tension and are now resigned to a greater 
degree of inflation. 


Although economists and administration officials harbor hopes 


that Congress will enact the proposed 10 per cent tax surcharge 
at this session, any action this year now seems unlikely. 


Business is becoming reconciled to higher taxes, effective on 
Jan. 1, and is not strongly opposed provided they are accompanied 
by cuts in federal spending. 


The majority opinion among economists is that higher taxes 


and lower federal spending will not slow the economy next year. 
& appears to be developing great strength in this last quarter of 
1967, 


At midnight Tuesday the U.S. economy will enter its 81st 


consecutive month of growth, setting a longevity record for 
expansion. There is no end in sight, but the road ahead might 
be bumpier than that traveled for almost seven years. 


In the last 124-year history of business cycles in the U.S., 


recessions lasted an average of 20 months between 1854 and 
1961, but since 1943 declines have averaged only 10 months. 
Expansions on the other hand, averaged 26 months in the entire 
period since 1S34, but averaged more than 44 months since 
World War n. 


The current boom, now surpassing the SO-month expansion in 


the period between June 1938 and February, 1945,has been truly 
spectacular. It has carried the U.S. G.N.P. to the area of $800 
billion from the 1960 level of $503.7 billion. It brings ever 
closer the day—perhaps early in the 1970's—of the trillion- 
dollar economy. 


Despite optimistic assessments for the economy the stock 


market continued its October slide, but at a more moderate pace. 


The Dow-Jones Industrial average slipped another 8.55 points 


last week, widening its loss for the month so far to more than 
38 points. R now stands at 888.18. 


The :<ew York Times combined average of 50 stocks eased 


0.62 point to 527.13, while Standard & Poor' combined index was 
down 0.42 to 94.95. 


A total of 9S3 stocks declined for the week and 525 advanced. 
Turnover on the New York Stock Exchange virtually matched
